back into the currency bill. 
Under the new application "lawful 
money" may not be used for redemp­ 
tion purposes, ami the latest draft of 
the bill provides that it may lie used 
only as a reserve against deposits and 
other liabilities. The hill requires that 
this reserve must be kept in "gold or 
lawful money.” 
The reser ve against note issue must 
be of gold. 
The five Republican members and 
Senator Hitchcock, who are going for­ 
ward with the work of preparing a sej>- 
arate bill, say they will not Lh' able to 
complete thir work before the middle 
of next week. The six Democrats wdll 
not try to crowd matters, hut will 
awalt the outcome of thp lalrors of 
their Republican colleagues and Mr. 
Hitchcock. I he Republicans and Sena­ 
tor Hitchcock Insist that titty are the 
regular hanking and currency »om- 
mittee and that the six administration 
Democratic senators are Hie insurg­ 
e n t. 
The most important chang© in Hie 
bdl that la Ie lug evolved by the Re­ 
publicans and Senator Hitchcock was 
a limitation on the privileges of re 
disfount which a member bank iii the 
reserve association may claim, fn the 
bouse bi!! there was no limitation. An 
amendment was written Into the bill 
providing that 
every member bauk 
may c laim at a m atter of right redis- 
eotints on eligible paper tip to the 
limit of its capital stork, hut that in 
tm <ase may it enjoy discount to a 
greater amount than 2o0 per cent of 
its capital stock except with the con­ 
sent of the federal reserve board 
A disquieting feature Introduced in’o 
the consideration of the bill was a pro­ 
posal to guarantee hank deposits. This. 
it was said, was laid aside, however, 
with other sn s r ©st ions to *© embodied 
in an Independent bill revising the 
banking laws, which will he taken tip 
at the regular session.
